It  also 
shows  the  beautiful,  irregular,  contours  of  the  petals,  and  the  regal  carriage  of  the  flower,  on  the  cane  stiff  stems. 
But  the  flower  must  be  seen  to  appreciate  the  bright,  rich  shade  of  red;  bright  velvety  carmine;  reflex  spectrum  red.
